Each Respondent understands and hereby knowingly and voluntarily waives any and dl procedura
rights under Cal. Gov. Code sections 83115.5, 11500, et seq. and 2 Ca. Code of Regulations section
18361, including but not limited to the issuance and receipt of an accusation, and the right to appear
persondly and be represented by counsd at his or her own expense in any administrative hearing held in
this matter, to confront and cross-examine al witnesses testifying at the hearing, to subpoena witnesses to
testify at the hearing and to have an impartia adminigrative law judge present at the hearing to act asa
hearing officer.

It is further stipulated and agreed that each Respondent has violated the Political Reform Act as
described herein.

Each Respondent agrees to the issuance of the Decison and Order and imposition by the
Commission of afinein the amount specified on the face of this document, and a check or money order in
said amount, payable to the "Generd Fund of the State of Cdifornia" is submitted herewith to be held by
the State of Cdiforniauntil the Commission issues its Decison and Order.

The parties agree that in the event the Commission refuses to acoept this Stipulation, it shal become
null and void, and within fifteen (15) business days after the Commission meeting at which this Stipulation
isrgected, payments tendered shall be rembursed to each Respondent. Each Respondent further stipulates
and agrees tha in the event the Commission rgects the Stipulation and afull evidentiary hearing before the
Commission becomes necessary, no member of the Commission, nor the Executive Director, shal be
disqudified because of prior congderation of this Stipulation.
